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The Sirike in the Conl Hegions,

Tun strike in the coal regions of Pennaylva-
nia has been variously represented as & looal
and trifling demonstration, and as & movemant
of deep siguifioance, The truth seems to be
that nearly every colliery in Schuylkill connty
has suspended operations, that work has
oonsed in mearly all the minea of ths Luhigh
distriot, and that at last advices serions efforts
were being made to compel a similar suspsn-
glon in Luzerne conunty. Tuere appeard
to be a general disposition awmong
the day laborers of all the districts referred to
to demand, for eight hours' labor, the sams
wages they have herotofors received for ten
hours’ toil, and an equally firm determination
on the part of employers to resist this exuo-
tion. The sctive spirits in the movement,

however, are alleged to be baods of msn from

Sohuylkill county, who, not content with
ceasing operations themselves, have marched
from oolliery to collivry, and to distriots in
the adjoining counties, eow pelling all laborers
to oease werk. Sometimes
request workmen to join the strike, baton
other oooasiona they issue peremptory ordoers,
threatening to enforoe them at all bazards if
they are not at once implivitly obeyed. In
nearly all the districts visited the workmen
apparently fult too much sympathy with the
movement to 0Ter any active resistance, even
when their numbeis were large enough to do
#0 with a fair prospect ot suscess, bat somse
laborers appear to have basn compslled by
pheer foroe to quit work. The Schaylkill
ocounty strikers ware not content with saa-
ponding operations in coal mines. They ware
equally active in preventing laborers engaged
in other pursuits, in foundries, farnacss, aod
railroad shops from continuing their usnal
avocations and in one lostance, at Maach
Chunk, they obliged men engaged in building
& ohuroh to ceaze work. That the strike has
already exercigsed a very serious inflasace in
diminishing the production of coal is clearly
shown by the large reduction in the amonat
transported last week from the Suhaylkill
and Lehigh coal regions, as compared with the
gshipments for the corresponding period of last
year, and next week will provably show a still
greater decline.

The sight-hour law passed at the last gession
of the Legislaturs, which was the immadiate
pretext of these dewmonatrations, only appliss
to labor by the day, sud this is usaally the
simplest and rndest furm of toil, requiring but
little knowledge or training, as skilled work-
men are generally employed by the wesk or
month, or paid according to the amoaut of
work they actually perform. It i3 said thab
in the ooal reglon, of thres classes of laborers,
viz.*—miners, loaders and drivers, and ouat
pide laborers, it is only the latier who actively
participate in the pressot move~ment. Their
gtrike is even more injurions to the compara-

tively skillful workmen employed a3
miners and a3 loadera and  drivers
than to the proprietors of  the

ooal mines, as some of the latter autioipate in
inoreased prices for coal a compunsation for
the present derangements. It therefors ap-
pears that the most iguorant and compara-
tively useless colass of raw laborers are the
main agents in causiag the pressat diffizulty,
Their places could be easily sapplied by any
other yersons who poasess bone and muscls
with the will to use them, aud we shall not by
gurprised if the present strike in the coal re-
glons terminates in the discomfiture of thess
agitatora, Their demand is on its faos nojast.
If they wish to avail themislves of ths pro-
visiona of the law reducing the psriod of day
labor to eight hours, they have no right to de-
mand the wages heretofore given for ten
Lours' labor, in the absence of any cogent
reasons for such advance, and none appear to
have been adduced. Naither have they
a right, morally or legally, to eaforce
the system of terrorlsm they have eata-
blished, and to prevent huodreds of
industrions workmen from eundeavoring, by
the sweat of their brows, to earn their daily
bread. It is mon-trous that & comparatively
small body of iguoraut rioters should be per-
mitted to inflict such serions injuries npon
their more skilful fellow-workmen, upon the
oonl operators, upon the most important in-
dustries of the Stats, and, incidentally, upon
the whole eountry, and espeoially upon the
poor of the great cities, by increasing the
price of one of the necesaities of life. Strikes,
like all other popular demoustrations, may by
good, bad, or indifferent, accordiog to the
motives which prompt them, and the mods in
which they are conduoted. This is emphati-
oally a bad striks, withont a siogle redeeming
feature. It is manifestly not csused by the
stereotyped pretext of the pressare of high

rioes, for the strikers do not aim to secare

igh wages; they only sevk to retain the old
compensution for less gervios than they have
heretofore rendersd. And in their sslfi<h
struggle to autain this end, they have disre-
garded the welfare of the communities in

which they reside and the requirements of
the law.

Theallegation that this bill is vy
monstrous job in the interest of the Treasury-
ring and Jay Cooke and others,' is not only
false but foolish., The greatest financial ue-

cessity of the times is the adoption of sowm

jost and practioabls methed of redwoing th

interest on the publio debt. No other speols

of legislation oan afford any real and honora
ble relief to the people, and Mr.
Sherman deserves oredit for his peraisten

efforts to secure aotion on this important gub
ject by pressing the Fandiog Bill upon ths
attention of his colleagues. The Republioav
platform adopted at Chisago deolares that ‘‘the
best policy to diminish our burden of dabt i-
to so improve our eredit that oapitalists wil)
seek to loan us money at lower rates of inte-
rest than we now pay,’” and the prinoiple
underlying the Fanding Bill is instriot accord-
ance with the common-sense dootrine thus
clearly enunciated, for i proposes to
give the people an opportauity to
obtain all the advantages that ean be derivad
from improved credit, at the earlisst possible
moment. The assertion that the luterésis of
Jay Cooke are to be promoted by the Dbill ia
conclusively answered by the faot that it
specially provides that no agent shall be em.
ployed in the exchange of bonda. The ser-
vices he rendered in negotiating the original
loans were of immense valus to the county
during the trying period of the war, and all
bis trapssotions with and for the Gov-
ernment were conduoted In  the most
honorable and prajseworthy, as well as the
wost effective manner. The artiole in the
